Hundreds of Prisoners Taken by 
Us South of Ypres. 


BRITISH ADVANCE NEAR HANGARD. 


Sir D. Haig reported yesterday as follows :— 
General Headquarters, 11 a.m. 
There was great artillery activity on both sides during: the 
night on the whole battle front north of the Lys River. . 
The fighting in this area yesterday was very severe, the 
enemy making repeated and determined efforts to develop the 
advantage gainéd by him on the previous day. ? 

After nway. hours of fluctuating battle, the enemy’s 
advance was held at al! points, and heavy casualties were 
suffered by his troops in the course of his many un- 
successful attacks. A ? 

The enemy’s assaults on the French positions from 
Locre-to La Clytte were pressed with extreme violence, 
and after three attacks had been beaten off with great 
loss to him, his troops succeeded at the fourth attempt in 
carrying the viliage of Locre. v 

in the evening our Allies counter-attacked and drove 
the enemy out, regaining possession of the village.

BIG OFFENSIVE AT ARRAS SOON ? 


The “ People” learns froni a high 
military authority that as regards 
events on the Western Front up to 
#pril 23, inclusive, the German ac- 
tivities were devoted to the Lys sector 
between Givenchy and Merville. The 
nett result was highly satisfactory to 
us. ‘The Germans put in a lot of 
troops, but they had very heavy losses 
and gained absolutely #othing.

1,000 Guns; 5,000 Machine-Guns. 
These were some of his points:— 

By the ond of last week nearly 1,000 
guns of various calibre and nearly 5,000 
machine-guns lost in the battle had been 
replaced. 

We have to-day more serviceable guns 
of practically every calibre in France 
than there were when the battle began. 
More aeroplares are being made in a 
week than during the whole of 1914; 
more in a quarter than the whole of 
1916; and this year we should make 
several times last year’s output. 

Aeroplane production 1s ahead of the 
supply of pi ots. 

Je are in’ a position to replace every 
tank lost by one of a better pattern. 

More than 9-l0ths of the shells are 
being made by women. 

Munition workers are being released 
for the Army at the rate “of 1,000 a day. 
The quantity of ammunition lost, 
apart from what had- been fired 
amounted to between 1 week and $ 
week’s total manufacture.. Other 
forms of war material had been lost 
on a similar scale, We had placed at 
the disposal of the military and the 
air eethorities more than twice as 
many guns as had lost or de- 
stroyed. The wastage of rifles an 
small-arm ammunition had been quite 
easily and promptly replaced. 

00,000 Men Released. 
Regarding the loss of shells Mr. 
Churchill said that, as the German 
offensive opened a month later than 
the period on which our calculations 
were based, we were at the present 
time between 1 week and 
weeks to the good. Our original cal- 
culations allowed the Army to fire dur- 
ing the whole fighting season a con- 
siderably heavier volume of shelis 
than was expended in the great offen- 
sive battles of last year, and double 
the volume expended in the bombard- 
ments during the Somme offensive of 
16. If we continue to enlist, the 
loyal support of the workers there was 
no reason to doubt thit the supply of 
rey be would enable us to parer on 
the hattle at the supreme rate of in- 
tensity throughout the whole fighting 
season of the year, and right into the 
early months ef the winter, without 
Seeprhmioing our requirements for 
1919, Since iay last year, continued 
Mr. Churchill, they had released more 
than 100,000 men for the Army from 
the munitions factories.

In reading the accounts of the great

Between those two 
facts, or views, there is of course no- 
fhing irreconcilable, seeing that a 

umerically weaker foe, enjoying _the 
advantage of what is called “ intefior 
lines,” can always bring superior 
strength to bese on any particular 
point. The phrase “interior lines 
may be explained by saying that an 
enemy holding the diameter of a 
circle, and possessed of the initiative, 
which is everything in war, can al- 
ways, at any given moment, select 
any point in the circumference for at- 
‘tack and direct. upon it an over- 
whelming force before the other side 
can rush up corresponding numbers 
to the threatened area. 


Army Architecture. 

At all the points selected by the 
Germans for attack, they certainly 
brought superior numbers to bear, 
but not to the extent, I fancy, attri- 
- buted to them by some of our descrip- 
tive writers and arm-chair critics. 
All these calculators counted in Divi- 
sions, but their tendency was (and is) 
to Besenerate the strength of such a 
whit which, for the rest, has come 
to be the unit of enumeration for all 
armies.

And how about the wife with children? 
Rimember that, like the childless wife. 
her personal allowance has also received 
not one penny increase since Oct. 1, 1914, 
and, if she is unable to go out to work, 
the strain on her to keep her ¢hildren 
well-fed, fit and bonny against their 
father’s return is considerable and ever 
Increasing. Indeed, in these days the 
|weman with many children’ must find 
the strain well-nigh inz:upportable. The 
true source of a nation’s wealth rests in 
its children. Would it not be the best 
State investment possible, in view of the 
drain of the war on our man-power and 
the vast possibilities in the rebuilding of 
the empire after the war, to ensure a 
really substantial maintenance in food, 
cloths, education, homes, for the chil- 
dren who will be the citizens of “ after- 
the-war-time ”’? 


An Injustice to Oid Officers. 
Why is the outfit allowance for officers 
maintained at £50, in spite of the fact 
that tailoring, like everything else, is 
costing more and more? This is hitting 
very hard many fine young war-seasoned 
fellows who have won their spurs through 
the ranks. Again, there is the case of 
the retired officer. Previously the Allow- 
ance Regulations allowed him £100, and 
many drew this in the days when cloth- 
ing and necessaries were- cheap; but 
Tthose who have rejoinea since Dec. 4, 
1914, have merely received the miserable 
£50. This is neither just nor considerate, 
and the War Secretary might surely in- 
duce the Treasury to grant the differenc 
of £50 to those old officers who gallantly 
came forward from their retirement after 
the above date to drill and discipline and 
inspire the ‘‘ Kitchener Army ’’ recruits!

STARVED TO DEATH. 


Murder Appeals Dismissed. |f; 


The diabolical, cruel treatment of a 
irLof seven, which finally resulted in 
her death, was the subject of an ap- 

peal in the Court of Criminal Appeal 
against sentence of death which had 
been passed at Leeds Assizes on Wal- 
ter Gibbins, the father of the child, 
and Edith Rose Proctor. It will be 
remembered that the child’s body was 
found in a brickyard at Maltby. ‘The 
appeal was on questions of law.— 
Proctor was in court.—Mr. Bateman, 
for Gibbins, said his first ground of 
appeal was that the trial of Gibbins 
was prejudiced by the fact that it was 
heard together with that of Mrs. Proc- 
tor.—Justice Darling said the child 
was his (the man’s)sand.not hers, and 
it was starved to death by a long 
course of underfeeding... Had the man] 
no duty beyond providing money to 
seo that the child was properly cared 
for? The man lived in the house, and 
he must have seen that the child was 
a mere skeleton. She weighed 181b. 
instead of 59b. She was starved to 
death.—Mr. Bateman said-there was 
no evidence that he knew it.—Justice 
Darling: How could he help it when 
he was living in the house with the 
child ?—If he did not see her it would

Separate Triais Urged. 
— Mr. Bateman submitted that to

HOW THEY ARE TO BE 
CALLED UP. | 


Sir Auckland Geddes has instructed 
recruiting officials that the necessary 
number of older men must be ob- 
tained without unnecessary disturb- 
ance of essential industries, provided 
an adequate flow of younger men now 
exempted or protected can main- 
ined It is not proposed at present 
to call up for service or even for 
medical examination men of the new 
military age who are registered as 
engaged in one of the following occu- 
pations :—Agriculture, Government 
constructional work (aerodrome con- 
struction), \mines, munitions, Tail- 
ways and transport, shipbuilding. 
Men engaged in certified occupations 
are also protected. Men of the new 
age will be called up for medical ex- 
amination by age groups. ‘The first 
roup will include the men born in 
1874 and 1875, and the proclamation 
calling them up will issued at an 
early date.\ No man will be called to 
report for service until after he has 
been medically examined, and every 
notice calling up an older man for 
service will give 14 days’ notice of 
the time and place at which he is to 
report. For the time being, however, 
men of the new military age will not 
be called up for service unless im 
Grade 1 or Grade @. 

Full Tribunal Rights. 
Every man of the new age will have 
full opportunity of exercising his tri- 
bunal rights, and particular care wil 
be taken to give consideration to cases 
of directing heads of businesses and 
key men of working staffs. It is also 
intended to continue, the system of 
agreements which has been in opera- 
tion with regard to such undertak- 
ings as banks, insurance companies, 
and exchanges, and which has worked 
efficiently in the past.—Special direc- 
tions will be published as to the medi- 
cal examination of the older men. 
Subject to military exigencies, the 
corps to which the War Office propers 
to post the older men are as follows :— 

COMBATANT.—Home defence inf.; Gar- 
rison, home and abroad; Home R.F.A. 
and R.G.A. 

AUXILIARY, HOME & ABROAD.—R.A.M.C., 
A.S.C., A.O.C., Veterinary, Inland Water, 
Railways, Docks, Roads, ete. 

Such men wil] also be posted to the 
Air Force for duty with the squad- 
rons.

COMMITTEE'S NOVEL SCHEME. 


The Committee appointed by fhe 
‘Prime Minister in August, 1917, to 
evolve a scheme for the reform of 
the House of Lords and presided over 
by Lord Bryce has just issued its re- 
port. The chief recommendations are 
as follow :— ; 

The Second Chamber shall consist of 
two sections—ons of 246 persons elected 
by: panels of M:P.s distributed in geo- 
graphical groups, the other of persons 
ehosen by a Joint Standing Committee of 
both Houses, and numbering ebout 14th 
of the whole Second Chamber, excluding 
4x-0fficiy members. Ii is recommended 
that the term of office of a number of 
members cf the Second Chamber shall 
be 12 yeurs, 1-3rd of whom shall retire 


| every 4th year and their places filled by 


election. The second suction shall con- 
sist of persons chosen from holders of 
‘hereditary peerages (including Scottish 
and Irish peerages) and bishops aE 
diocesan sees, so that not fewer than 
olshops are included at the first election. 
All casual vacancies skall be filled within 
2 months. At the second and third eléc- 
tions. not less then half of the vacancies 
shall be filled by hereditary peers or 
eligible ‘bishops and others from what- 
ever soarze thought desirable. The num- 
ber cf peers and bishops shall not fall 
below 30, The Law Lords shall retain 
their seats so long as they continue to 
discharge judicial functions. 
Payment of Members. 

The Lord Chancellor shall be Speaker. 
Peers who are not members of the Second 
Chamber shall be eligible to sit in the 
House of Commons. Clergymen of the 
Church of England, the Roman Catholic 
Church, the Church of Scotland, and the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in Ireland 
shall be -eligible for election. Members 
of the Second Chamber, may reccive pey- 
ment at the same rate as those 
House of Commons if it is considered 
desirablo. The Second Chamber shall 
be powerless to amend or reject a finan- 
cial BI. Any measure geenen as come 
under this category shall be referred 
an appointed authority consisting of 
members of each House at the beginning 
of each session. A free conference of 
both Houses consisting of 30 members 
shall settle any disagneements which 
mey arise, and shall toporsone +. . ore

The 25th DIVI- 
SION was in close support when the 
German attack opened, and was at 
once sent into battle in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Bapaume-Cambrai 
road, Though constantly attacked, it 
was not dislodged from any position 
by the enemy’s assault.
